Testing next month 


Testing concerns parents, 
teachers, administrators 


WILMINGTON - In an effort to 
alleviate people’s fears about the 
Massachusetts Comprehensive As- 
sessment System (M.C.A.S.) test 
that will be administered to stu- 
dents in grades four, eight and 10 
next month, Wilmington School Su- 
perintendent Dr. Geraldine 
O'Donnell showed. an informative 
video on M.C.A.S. at the School 
Committee meeting Wednesday, 
April 8. 

M.C.A.S. is part of the Massa- 
chusetts educational reform and is 
a direct extension of the Massachu- 
setts Curriculum Frameworks. The 
students will be tested in various 
subject areas, such as English, lan- 
guage arts, science and technol- 
ogy, and mathematics. 

Hosted by WHDH-TV’s Kate 


Abel, the video was made by the 
Massachusetts Department of Edu- 
cation to help answer questions 
proposed by parents, teachers and 
students. 

The parent of a special needs 
childraised the concern of her child 
having a chance to take the test in 
anenvironment comfortable to him 
or her. According to Abel, special 
needs students will be accommo- 
dated during the test to make them 
feel comfortable so as not to hinder 
their opportunities for testing well. 


Abel said that a student who 
does not pass one part of the test 
has to retake only the part he/she 
failed. Curriculum Coordinator Dr. 
Lore Nielsen, previously noted that 
down the road, students will be 
required to pass the test in order to

Town Meeting 
explained 


Wilmington Town Meeting will 
convene on Saturday, April 25th at 
10:30 a.m. in the Lawrence H. 
Cushing Gymnasium at Wilming- 
ton High School. 

The Finance Committee has rec- 
ommended approval of all these 
articles with only conditions set on 
acceptance of four of the streets in 
article 16, 

For further descriptionthe Town 
of Wilmington has mailed to each 
household a booklet (probably re- 
ceived Tuesday this week) with the 
complete warrant and the Fincom 
recommendations. 

Some of these are sure to be 
snoozers while others will draw 
heated debate. Land deals usually 
peak the interest of neighbors and 
their relatives and sometimes de- 
velopers. This is most likely the 
case for articles 25 and 30. 

Certain “housekeeping articles” 
usually get passed on a voice drone, 
but you never know. 

Sewer articles can goeither way. 
The Lowell Street project could 


change lives of residents and busi- 
nesses there. This should be a lively 
debate: cost vs benefit vs profit 
margin. 

Animal articles seem get atten- 
tion easily. Everyone has personal 
feelings and a story to tell. Article 
26 should be fun. 

Sometimes a “sure thing” article 
can go on longer than you might 
think. Article 21 to name the play- 
ing fields at the Town Hall could see 
several (well deserved) minutes of 
praise and applause for Bob Palmer. 
I predict a standing ovation, unani- 
mous approval, voice vote. 

Article 16 is asking to accept at 
town ways the following streets: 
Acorn Drive, Alice Avenue, 
Ashwood Avenue, Apache Way, 
Baily Road, Blueberry Lane, 
Buckingham Street, Cottonwood 
Circle, Presidential Drive, Somerset 
Place and Revere Avenue. Accep- 
tance of streets means that they 
become town property and are 
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graduate. 

O'Donnell said that M.C.A.S. is 
designed differently than the 
Standford-9 Achievement Test 
(SAT-9), which is a norm reference 
test that the fifth, sixth and eighth 
grade students will be taking in the 
fall of 1998, because it is a higher 
level of standards. “Kids have to 
show a proficiency and mastery 
and not only that they passed the 
test,” said O’Donnell. 

M.C.A.S. consists of short an- 
swer, multiple choice and open 
answer questions. According to 
Nielsen, the students are not accus- 
tomed to some of these type of 
questions. 

O'Donnell said that the Massa- 
chusetts Curriculum Frameworks 
has been distributed to all teachers. 
The curriculum frameworks will 
help the students and teacher pre- 
pare for the test and ensure that the 
teachers are teaching to the state’s 
curriculum standards. 

Abel stated that the teachers are 
also being put to the test by M.C.A.S. 
“The results (of M.C.A.S.) are 


checking everything the students § 


have learned from their teachers 
since they’ve been in school,” she 
said. 


O’Donnell said Nielsen has been | 


working with teachers in prepara- 
tion for the tests. “Nielsen has been 
doing task force meetings and these 
are still going on,” said O'Donnell. 

But O’Donnell admitted that ev- 
ery school she has been in contact 
with feels they have not had enough 
time to prepare the students. “All of 
the schools feel highly pressured in 
regard to the time line we've tried 
to meet. This is a schedule set up by 
legislature and the one we must 
meet,” said O'Donnell. 

Abel suggested a few helpful tips 


for parents and teachers which in- { 


clude: get a copy of the state’s new 
curriculum frameworks, learn the 
state’s curriculum standards and 
see if the standards match your 
child’s work, and talk to your child 
about M.C.A.S. 

O'Donnell noted that M.C.A.S. is 
the first time in history Massachu- 
setts has had a state framework 
standards in education. Reminding 
everyone that this will be the first 
of many administrations of the test, 
Committee Chairperson Barbara 
Breakey said M.C.A.S. isa learning 
experience and is not something to 
fear.

Schools increase 
requirements

WILMINGTON - The proposed 
adjustments to the current partici 
pation requirements in extracur- 
ricular activities raised concerns 
and questions at the school com 
mittee meeting of April 8 

The current policy requires that 
any student who is participating in 
an extracurricular activity must 
secure during the last marking pe- 
riod preceding the start of the ac- 
tivity a passing grade in the equiva- 
lent of four full year courses. Ac- 
cording to the high school’s Princi 
pal Edward Woods, the Eligibility 
Committee has determined that the 
requirements for participation in 
extra curricular activities should 
be adjusted. “To be eligible in the 
fall marking period, students are 
required to have passed for the 
previous academic year five full 
courses,” reads a letter from Woods 
to School Superintendent Dr 
Geraldine O'Donnell 

Eligibility for extra curricular 
activities includes all athleticteams 
at the varsity, junior varsity, and 
freshman level, various clubs, or- 
ganizations andstudent government 
activities. 

Members of the school commit- 
tee expressed their disapproval of 
the proposed eligibility require- 
ments even though the standards 
are being raised from four full year 
courses to five 


Committee member Suzanne 
Rooney was appalled that the ad- 
justment would allow a student to 
pass five full year courses with D's 
and still be able to participate in 
athletics. “I have a problem with 
said Rooney 

Committee Chairperson Barbara 
Breakey stated that she disapproved 
of students passing five courses 
with D grades and two with E’s and 
being able to participate in extra- 
curricular activities. 

Rooney’s main concern was stu- 
dents receiving extra help versus 
participating in athletics. “I’m not 
satisfied that only some of the kids 
are getting extra help,” said Rooney 
“T think it should be mandatory that 
kids passing with five D's get extra 
help.” 

Responding to Rooney's state- 


ment, Woods said that some teen- 
agers do not like school and would 
drop out at 16 if they did not partici- 
pate in extracurricular activities. 
“So, we can reach kids like this and 
keep them here,” said Woods. He 
noted that most athletic practices 
don't begin until 3:00 or 3:15, allow- 
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ing the students enough time to 
seek extra help.

Peterson said he understood Woods’

BOSTON -State Senator Michael 

W. Morrissey (D-Quincy) has an- 

nounced that the Senate has passed 

legislation to expand the current 

“Good Samaritan Law” to include 

semi-automatic and automatic 

defibrillators. Sen. Morrissey filed 
the legislation on behalf of the 

American Heart Association and 

garnered immediate support from 

35 members of the legislature and 

the American Red Cross of Massa- 

chusetts Bay and Boston Emer- 
gency Medical Services, among oth- 
ers. 

According to Morrisey, the pro- 
posed legislation, Senate Bill 1798 
an act relative to cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation/ semi-or automatic 
external defibrillation, expands the 
“Good Samaritan Law” to protect 
individuals performing cardiopul- 
monary resuscitation, CPR and 

Using semi-automatic and auto- 
maticexternal defibrillation devices 
to save lives. Also, the legislation 
amends existing liability protec- 
tion to police, fire fighters and 
emergency medical service person- 
nel who use semi-automatic or au- 
tomatic external difibrillation de- 
yices in the course of their regular 
duties, 

Semi-automatic and automatic 
xternal defibrillator devices, 
Ds, are used to revive a person 
after cardiac arrest. The device is 
small, portable, easy to use and has. 
several built in safety devices pre- 
venting premature discharge. The 
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American Heart Association esti- 
mates that approximately 350,000 
people suffer from sudden cardiac 
arrest every year. “Every second 
counts in a life and death situa- 
tion,” said Sen. Morrissey. “The 
chances of survival decrease by 10 
percent for every minute after the 
heart stops.” 

The American Heart Associa- 
tion estimates that between 20,000 
and 100,000 deaths could be pre- 
vented this year, if these devices 
were more widely available to first 
responders. The rapid improve- 
ments in AED technology provide a 
device that is easier to use, light- 
weight, and affordable. It is now 
practical to include AED training 
as part of basic life support train- 
ing, which will expand the range of 
first responders. 

“We are very excited to have 
achieved the first step in an effort 
to save more lives in Massachu- 
setts," said Sen. Morrissey. “This is 
the first piece of what will be a 
more comprehensive legislation 
affecting public access 
defibrillation. The support shown 
by Senate colleagues represents the 
importance of this legislation 
throughout the Commonwealth.” 
The legislation passed the Senate 
unanimously on April 2. The legis- 
lation is now before the House of 
Representatives, where House co- 

sponsors such as State Rep. 
Kathleen Teahan (D-Whitman) will 
push for swift approval inthe House.

“It works out for everyone,” Kent 


_ said, “I can work at my own conve- 


nience, and the tax reduction helps 
out quite a bit.” 

Kent claims he heard through 
friends about the program and im- 
mediately thought that it was a 
good idea. “I think itis a great idea 
because we are helping the commu- 
nity out and they are helping us 
back.” 

About three of four days every 
week, Kent wakes up and drives 
down to the recycling center to 
begin a day of monitoring lots and 
assuring that only Wilmington resi- 
dents are dumping acceptable ma- 
terials into the lot. 

“Basically what I am here to do 
is make sure anyone who isn’t sup- 
posed to be here isn’t, and when 
people come in with piles I check 
and make sure that they do not 
have any hazardous waste mixed in 
with their pile.” 

Kent jokes and makes small talk 
with the townspeople as they drive 
up to drop off their loads. “For the 
most part, people are very friendly 
andunderstanding,” hesaid, “Some- 
times people forget to bring a form 
of ID to prove that they are Wilm- 
ington residents and they can be- 
come a little irritated if 1 question 
them. Other than that, yousee a lot 
of familiar faces down here.” 

On any given day the center’s lot 
can become crowded and hectic. 
Not only are residents coming to 
drop off leaves and brush, but many 
come to indulge in the compost pile, 
to bring back to their homes for 
gardening and other purposes. 

Wilmington resident, Al 
Marcinkowski, has a face that Kent 
has grown to know well. “This guy 
is here a lot,” he says as 
Marcinkowski pulled up in his pick- 
up truck. Marcinkowski came to 
indulge in the compost which he 
has labeled “the black gold”. “Its 
great, it’s like getting a bunch of 
free gold, the black gold,” he says. 


Hank Kent puts in his time at the recycling center with 
pride. However, some people don't know the rules, Here he 
displays kitchen appliances which somebody dropped at the 
gate. They did extra work to get them there. The Wilmington 
D.P.W. will pick them up at curbside in front of your house 
for FREE with a phone call before Thursday for Friday pick- 
up. Just call 658-3311 and ask for the D.P.W. The call is toll

Kent laughed to himself as 
Marcinkowski lined up his truck for 
loading and said, “Another satis- 
fied customer. It is nice to mix a 
little pleasure with business.” 

He then went on to tell a few 
humorous stories of his experiences 
working at the center. “One day,” 
he said, “An 80-year old man and 
his grandson came in here for some 
compost. So I jokingly told them 
for every three shovel fulls into 
their truck they had to put one in 
mine. When] went back over tomy 
truck, I saw that the 80-year old had 
actually started making a pile for 
me. I laughed and had to tell him 
that I was only kidding. Those are 
the Lh that make the job fun.” 

Kent has only 35 hours of service 
left to perform to the town. How- 
ever, he believes he may return to 
work as a truck driver when his 
hours are completed. “I find retire- 
ment very boring,” he said. And 
Although he has enjoyed working 
atthe recycling center, Kent wants 
a job that will bring in actual in- 


come. “Don’t get me wrong, this is 
helping me, but a job will help me 
more.” 


Kent, however, is not the only 
retired Wilmington resident ben- 
efiting from the program. Norman 
Willey is another Recycling Center 
monitor who is putting in hours for 
a property tax credit. Willey said 
that he, too, enjoys the hours spent 
at work. “I really enjoy talking to 
the folks who come down to the 
center. And I think that this entire 
program is an excellent idea.” 


Willey said the scheduling as- 
pect is also based on convenience. 
‘They let me work around my sched- 
ule and that helps a great deal.” 


Wilmington has incorporated a 
number of these type jobs into the 
tax break program for retired citi- 
zens. In addition to the recycling 
center there are jobs available at 
the schools and library. Any per- 
son interested should contact the 
Town Hall at 658-3311 for more in- 
formation.

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Jerry Solomon: 


He’s a husband, a father and a manager

Dace the many man- 
tles of promoter, busi- 


ness manager and husband to 
Nancy Kerrigan as well as 
father to their child, Matthew, 
Jerry Solomon would seem to 
have his hands full. 

However, all of this is not 
challenge enough for the man 
who wasn’t even sure that he 
wanted to manage figure skaters 
in the first place. Aside from 
promoting Kerrigan and several 
Beach Volleyball players, 
Solomon, president and chief 
executive officer of PS Star- 
Games, has also taken on the 
tasks of putting together skating 
shows such as Halloween On Ice, 
featuring Kerrigan. 

StarGames is based at the 
Edgewater Office Park in 
Wakefield and in Marina Del 
Ray, California. 

His latest project is produc- 
ing a tour of volley ball events 
called the “King of the Beach” 


y) which will be televised on ESPN 
V and making sure that Kerrigan 


is able to take part in the 
Campbell Soup Tour for Figure 
Skaters. Her next performance 
will be on Saturday, April 18 at 
the Fleet Center in Boston 

“We are changing the focus of 


7, the business,” Solomon said, “I 
/ was representing world champi- 


ons in eight different sports, but 
I wanted to get more into the 
creative process.” 

As to not wanting to manage 
figure skaters, Soloman recalled 
that it was not a field of the 
7, sports world that he had any 
familiarity with. 

“I got a call from a woman 
coming to the end of her 
career,” Solomon said. “She said 
that figure skaters needed more 
and better representation.” 

The result was a dinner meet- 
ing with Kerrigan and Paul 
Wylie shortly after the pair had 
been named to the United States 
Olympic Team in 1992. 


“Nancy (accompanied by her 
mother) didn’t know why she 
was meeting with people who 
wanted to be her agent,” 
Solomon recalled. 

“We all hit it off,” he added 
and the rest is history. 

As he tells the tale, Kerrigan 
went on to the Olympics and 
when she came back she called 
Solomon and requested him to 
represent her. 


Although Solomon was not 
familiar with figure skating he 
had plenty of experience in rep- 
resenting women sports figures. 

That experience started 
building during his graduate 
studies at New York City’s 
Columbia University when he 
served as an intern on the 
Colgate Palmolive Pro Tennis 
Tour. That was 19 years ago. 

I have always been attracted 
to sports,” Solomon said, “I 
played soccer when I was a kid.” 

Now he is turning his and his 
company's energies not only to 
creating events but essentially 
creating events that are 
designed to be produced on tele- 
vision. 

“This is a very competitive 
business with a lot of people 
with good ideas, Solomon said, 
explaining part of the challenge 
that he gets from his new direc- 
tion of work. 

He noted that even with the 
expanding number of networks 
there is only a limited amount 
of sports programming that the 
networks are interested in. 

“We are not just selling to the 
networks,” Solomon said, “but 
we are also selling to the spon- 
sors.” 

As an example of the length 
of time that it takes to sell the 
sponsors and the network, 
Solomon said that the fourth 
Annual Halloween on Ice show 
has been set for October 23, 24 
and 25 in Lowell, Providence 
and Portland, respectively. 

“Now we are selling the spon- 
sors,” Solomon said. 

The sponsorship is important. 
According to Solomon, the cost 
of a show like Halloween on Ice 
is about $300,000. 


“We could do it for a lot less,” 
Solomon said, “but we want to 
give the public a really good 
show. 

“We think it is important to 
give the public what they 
expect.” 

The sponsors, according to 
Solomon, “Are a lot more sophis- 
ticated than when I first got into 
the business.” 

He explained that the bottom 
line dictates where sponsorship 
money goes to instead of 
whether or not the chairman of 
the board’s daughter is into fig- 
ure skating. 

With the numbers being more 
of a determining factor, Solomon 
said. “The successes are more

hard fought but more satisfying 
as well.” 

Solomon sees sports and 
entertainment moving closer 
together and this is one of the 
reasons that something as basic 
as Beach Volleyball is so suc- 
cessful. 

He explained, “It has many of 
the elements of the sports 
action, but it also has music, 
entertainment and other inter- 
active elements.” 

Because the ball used is big 
and the size of the volleyball 
court is so small, Solomon 
voiced his feelings that the sport 
is made for the television cam- 
era. In his estimation, people 
like to be associated with what 
is seen at beach volleyball 
events. 

According to Solomon, the 
clean-cut athletic people “...com- 
bine entertainment with sex 
appeal. 

“Figure skating is exactly the 
same way,” Solomon added. 

Advertising, according to 
Solomon, may be one of the rea- 
sons that figure skating popular- 
ity has been on the rise. 

He notes that the popularity 
started to rise long before the 
1994 Olympics. Kerrigan became 
popular shortly after winning 
the World Championships in 1991

and taking the Bronze at the 
1992 Olympics. 

However, Solomon notes, 
“Prior to 1992 advertisers start- 
ed to see that sports needed to 
appeal more to women.” 

As a result, advertisers start- 
ed to drive sports, like figure 
skating, on television and found 
that the ratings were there. 

It helped that the Americans 
finished first, second and third 
in the 1992 Winter Olympics. 

All of this combined, Solomon 
claims that Kerrigan is now 
“one of the most well known 
names in all of sports.” 

Aside from all of that 
Solomon said that his wife is 
“having a better time now 
than in a long time.” 

Without the pressure of hav- 
ing to be perfect in one routine 
that is judged over and over 
again, Kerrigan is able to 
choose what she wants to per- 
form. 

“There is more creativity and 
she is trying to push herself to 
expand,” Solomon said. 

This is all done around the 
fact that she is a mother and an 
athlete and a wife. 

“It is a demanding job that 
she has got,” Solomon said. 
“Primarily she doesn’t want to

because each type of shoe is 
built for a different set of direc- 
tional and impact forces, you 
should not walk in a shoe built 
only for cross training or run- 
ning,” said Dan Doerer, director 
of research and engineering for 
NaturalSPORT walking shoes, a 
division of Brown Shoe Company. 

There was a time when jog- 
ging/cross training shoes were 
considered good enough for 
walkers. However, recent studies 
show that walking and jogging 
have different shoe require- 
ments. 

One reason is that a walker 
experiences ground impact 
forces equal to one and a half 
times his or her body weight 
compared to three to four times 
the body weight of a runner. 

As a result, jogging shoes 
are designed to minimize 
impact. However, the thick heel 
and squishy sole which act as a 
collision mat are counterproduc- 
tive for the walking gait. 

A walker does not need a 
defensive shoe, designed to 


absorb impact but an offensive

How do you decide which 
walking shoes can help you go 
the distance? 


According to Mark Fenton, 
champion walker and editor-at- 
large of Walking Magazine, 
there are three things to do 

‘ when looking for a walking 
shoe: 

1. Twist-See how flexible a 
shoe is by twisting the heel and 
toe in opposite directions. A 
walking shoe should have more 
flexibility than a running shoe. 

2. Bend-Grab a shoe at the 
heal and forefoot and see how it 
bends. It should bend where the 
foot does, not under the arch. 

3. Poke-With the shoe placed 
on a flat surface, poke your fin- 
ger in the heel section. The toe 
should come up. If you poke into 
the toe section, the heel should 
come up. 

Since running shoes are 

designed for impact says 
Fenton, the thicker heel materi- 
al may unnecessarily pull on 
muscles, causing fatigue and 
pain. 
So, before taking that step, 
take the time to select a good 
pair of walking shoes, such as 
those made by NaturalSPORT.

Russia in 
Stoneham 

‘For most Americans, a 
glimpse of Russia comes from a 
five-minute television news 


report or an article in Time 
Maigazine,” notes the “Stoneham 
Independent.” 


“But for one Stoneham High 
teacher getting up-close impres- 
sfons about the former Soviet 
Union has become an annual 
event. 

““SHS Social Studies teacher 
Robert Friel recently returned 
from his 13th visit to Russia - a 
near annual excursion which 
bégan in 1983 when the Russians 
were still under the old 
Cérfmunist system. 

“4Friel’s Russian friendships 
ovér the past 15 years have also 
a§sisted Stoneham High in 
devéloping a sister-school rela- 
tionship with a St. Petersburg 
high school. (Friel accompanied 
a group of Stoneham students to 
Rugsia in 1994 and St. 
Pefersburg students have often 
visited here, including last 
year.) 

“Friel’s most recent 10-day 
visit included stays in Moscow 
and Korolov, which is the for- 
men Kalingrad. (The city’s new 
name is derived from Sergei 
Korolov, the 1937 founder of the 
Russian Space Program.) 

“During his visit, Friel taught 
two days of fifth, ninth, tenth 
and'eleventh graders. 

*T asked them what they 
thought about Americans, said 
Friel, whose generation lived 
through the Cold War. ‘The 1ith 
graders asked some very 
poignant questions like whether 
the’possible bombing of Iraq 
was done to deflect scrutiny 
about President Clinton’s per- 
sorial problems’ 

“Friel said it is not uncom- 
mon for Russian students to

“Friel pointed out that teach- 
rs in Moscow make between 
250-200 a month.

He added that 
Western products like televisions 
and VCRs are now readily avail- 
able in Russia, but only the rich 
can afford them. 


Reading in 
Wilmington 


“The Shawsheen School in 
Wilmington now houses a 
celebrity,” notes the Wilmington 
“Town Crier.” 

“Reading Specialist Nancy 
Stouffer was honored with the 
‘Celebrate Literacy Award. The 
award is given once a year by 
the North Shore Reading 
Council. The recipient may be 
anyone who has worked to 
advance literacy, whether it be 
in the form of research, commu- 
nity projects or a multitude of 
others. In the case of Stouffer, it 
was a combination of these and 
then some that earned her this

“Stouffer has taught reading 
and first grade for many years 
at the Shawsheen School and 
has created many curriculum 
ideas that are used throughout 
not only Wilmington but other 
school districts as _ well. 
Approximately twenty years ago 
she developed a kindergarten 
reading and writing program 
that allowed students that young 
to create their own books of 
sorts. There would be a pre- 
dictable story line, whereas the 
children would all be given the 
first few words of a sentence. 
Then, given a core, basic vocab- 
ulary, the children would be 
encouraged to finish their sen- 
tences, compile them with the 
others in the class, sometimes 
put them into book form, and be 
able to see an end result of a 
real book that they had helped 
create.

Q,.I wanted to examine, and 
possibly change, the anode on 
my 7-year-old water heater. It 
wouldn’t budge, at least not 
without rocking the heater. 
How can you get enough 
leverage on the plug to open it? 

A: First, here’s some back- 
ground on water heater anodes 
for readers who are unfamiliar 
with them. The anode is 
suspended in the water heater 
tank to control corrosion. The 
anode corrodes and in doing so 
prevents the water heater tank 
from corroding. The anode con- 
sists of a magnesium or 
aluminum sheath extruded 
around a steel core called a

stay rod. Although the anode 
starts out at three-quarter-inch 
diameter, within three years 
it’s reduced to the diameter of 
a pencil, 

Installing a new anode is 
often difficult. Its hex-shaped 
top, sometimes called a spud, 
is often inaccessible or difficult 
to turn. Usually you need a 
pipe installed over the wrench 
handle to provide enough 
leverage ‘o free it. Also, 
depending on the heater’s loca- 
tion, headroom clearance may 
prevent you from installing a 
rigid anode rod without dis- 
connecting the heater from its 
plumbing and tipping it

You really want to know the 
amount of air the compressor 
can deliver at a specific pres- 
sure. 

The rate at which a com- 
pressor can deliver a volume of 
air is noted in Cubic Feet per 
Minute (CFM). Because atmo-* 
spheric pressure plays a role in, 
how fast air moves into the 
cylinder, CFM will vary with 
atmospheric pressure. It also 
varies with the temperature 
and humidity of the air. To set 
an even playing field, makers 
calculate Standard Cubic Feet 
per Minute (SCFM) as CFM at 
sea level with 68 degrees 
Fahrenheit air at 36 percent 
relative humidity. SCFM 
ratings are given at a specific

You also may run across a 
rating called displacement 
CFM. This figure is the product 
of cylinder displacement and 
motor rpm. In comparison with 
SCFM, it provides an index of 
compressor pump efficiency. 

The CFM and PSI ratings 
are important because they in- 
dicate the tools that a particu- 
lar compressor can drive. 
When choosing a compressor, 
make sure it can supply the 
amount of air and the pressure 
vour tools need.

A new anode may extend the 
life of the tank, but you still 
have to determine if this is cost 
effective. This depends on the 
age of the appliance and other 
factors. Keep in mind that 
water heaters have a variety of 
parts that wear out, aside from 
the anode, and you have to 
judge whether it’s better to 
prolong the life of the ap- 
pliance or replace it. Most 
‘homeowners never replace the 


anode and get seven to 15 years 
of life from the appliance al- 
though some heaters last 20 to 
25 years. 

Finally, bear in mind that 
except with artificially softened 
water all water heaters will get 
a slight lime scale buildup in- 
side the tank that provides 
some protection. At this point, 
the life of your water heater 
also depends on the water qual- 
ity and the temperature at 
which the water is maintained.

designed to coordinate through sev- 
eral different patterns with borders, 
friezes and fabrics. The one link is 
the color combination that you pick 
as your starting point. Having set- 
tled on that, you have the option to 
use up tovsix-different patterns in 
one room - and ly done that 
can look very striking. 

For instance, if you have a large 
high ceilinged room, you can create 
greater intimacy by reducing its 
height visually with a strong frieze 
at the top of the walls. Bring the

complementary border, wainscot- 
fashion, around the middle of the 
walls. But first, between the ceiling 
and wainscot border, lay a paper of 
one design, then on the wainscot 
(the area from the border to the 
baseboard) a different paper but of 
coordinating design. Hang a con- 
trasting material at the windows 
and on any furniture, Bring it all 
together by picking out one constant 
plain color for your cushions. 

There are equally effective, but 
less theatrical coordinations. The 
print on the paper may be repeated 
on the contrasting fabric, but with 
another pattern imposed upon the 
basic design. Some of the foreign 
imported papers - admittedly at 
some expense - transform your room. 
into an exotic oriental fantasy. 

The initial expense of the papers 
may be high, but classic designs are 
less likely to become tiring than 
brash, jarring designs. 

Borders and friezes are useful 
both for adjusting the dimensions of 
a room and for emphasizing differ- 
ent areas, Think about running them 
down the wall, as well as across it, 
framing a chimney breast, or win- 
dows and doors. They work well too, 
when used on walls painted in a 
color echoed or picked up in the 
frieze. An elegant look can be 
achieved by pasting across fitted 
cupboard doors like paper beading. 

An alternative to wallpaper, if 
your eae are absolutely sound, 
is stencilling. On a small scale, for 
an American colonial effect, a sten- 
cilled border could run up or around 
the walls, repeated on chests of 
drawers and doors, For a 
more ambitious decorator, many 
department stores and large sta- 
tionery and home improvement 
shops now stock a hand machine 
with a rubber roller that blocks a 
pattern onto the wall. There are 
many designs to choose from, and 
these are transferred with a thinned 
emulsion onto a contrasting color 


We have become much more 
adventurous in our use of paint, 
exploring avenues of paint technique 
that were previously considered the 
province of the specialist. Home dec- 
orators have begun to realize that 
‘distressed’ - that is to say, broken - 
color can be more restful and inter- 
esting than flat color; With patience 
and care, special effects can be 
achieved by the amateur. 

If your room is too small, or its 
ceiling is too low to take a patterned 
wallpaper, consider deceiving the 
eye by painting and dragging the 
walls, an effect which will add 
height to a room, but should only be

Effective Color 


An effective color scheme 
needs to take into account all 
the elements that make up an 
interior, balancing them against 
each other. Choose the carpet 
with the walls and furniture in 
mind too. Select the curtain fab- 
ric to coordinate with the wall- 
paper. And make sure that the 
color scheme extends to the pic- 
tures and accessories. It is often 
the smallest finishing 
touches that bring the 


color in a room alive, 


as the major 
components. 

Color can be introduced into 
an interior in many different 
ways, from the spines of a row 
of paperbacks on a bookshelf or 
the fresh and delicate tones of a 
bow! of cut flowers, to the more 
obvious techniques of papering 
and painting the walls and hang- 
ing curtains at the windows. 


The floor finish is a particu- 
larly crucial element, whether it 
is a carpet in a single solid 
color, patterned rugs or geomet- 
ric tiles. A uniform pale color 
can very effectively be used to 
tie a series of spaces together, 
increasing the apparent size of a 

room, and 
forming a 
good visual 
platform for 
the rest of 

the design. 
New color 
treatments 
are moving 
in a very dif- 
ferent direc- 
tion. In general 
the saturated 
pure colors are 
disappearing, to be 
replaced by a far wider range of 
subtler, much less assertive col- 
ors. Stone and grey, umber and 
beige are used in a whole vari- 
ety of colors that blend in with 
each other. With so many differ- 
ent yet related colors being used 
in a room, the effect is to inte- 
grate everything in it, and cre- 
ate a much richer and more 
comfortable feeling than the old 

approach.

“The interior designer then devel- 
ops a design and gives recommenda- 
tions on appliances and other mate- 
rials to help create a space that pro- 
vides the function and feeling the 
client desires. Interior designers can 
also show homeowners new kitchen 
design and product options of which 
they otherwise would not be aware.”
